never be sacrificed if it results in the
manufacture of a weak or frail packagethat will not carry- to market.
When prices are high a small containercan be used to advantage, when

low, a relatively larger package.
The United States Bureau of Marketsfavors the use of containers for

sweet potatoes holding either one

bushel or one and a half bushels
standard dry measure, with the eliminationof all intervening sizes. The

bushel crate, hamper and round basketare already in commun use. The
first has an orange box head and 17 :

bushel are objected to by the railroads,the claim being that they do
not load or carry well. ManufacA
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turers have not as yet remedied the
objections resulting from the lack
